Andy's case hits upon the duality of what has become 
known as “the drug problem.” Though it has been labeled 
under this one heading, authornties say that in a few cases 
drug abuse does limit itself to the personal tragedy of 
self-destruction. Like Andy, most addicts will resort to 
criminal activity to support their addiction

One vear ago Francis Quinn, 
Catholic Bishop of Sacramento, was 
invited by the Russian Orthodox 
Church to visit the Soviet Union 

He accepted, and last week. at a 
downtown restaurant, the bishop 
spoke to The World Affairs Council 
of Sacramento about his impressions 
of “Two Weeks in Soviet Russia.” 

While the Russians “live in what 
I'd describe as like a highly-structured 
seminar — not as benign as a semi- 
nary — but a seminary type situation, 
America is like going to the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley,” Quinn 
said 

After the laughter from the mostly 
over-60 crowd subsided, Quinn 
explained that in Russia “everybody 
Starts from the same philosophical 
premise,” while in the United States 
“There's such a pluralism of convic- 
tions, and everybody can say every- 
thing they want. That's sort of the

Local bishop speaks on Soviet Union 


were introduced to Soviet intolerance 
upon their arrival at Mo.cow’s air- 
port, when customs officials confis- 
cated O'Malley's copy of the book 
“Gorky Park.” 

The bishop also spoke of his 
concern ‘egarding continued Soviet 
attempts to replace Russia's religions 
with Marxist ideology 

Although the Soviet constitution 
forbids persecution of churches, it 
exists, especially, he said, in Russian 
satellite nations such as Latvia and 
Lithuania 

He gave an example. “If they 
(Soviet citizens) want to transmit the 
faith to their children, they can't do it 
in public catechism classes or Sunday 
school. It all has to take place within 
the family.” 

Quinn said religion is meticu- 
lousty excluded from secular Russia 
and. although the Russian Orthodox 
Church and a few others are tolerated, 
“they must be very careful not to 
become involved in social issues.” 

Despite Soviet attempts to un- 
dermine religion, “the Russian pec- 
pie’s faith has survived.”

commander of the Sacramento City and County Narcotics 
Task Force. “It’s the reason we started the Heroin Impact 
Program, and it’s the reason we want enforcement. Getting 
addicts off the streets reduces crime.” 

The Heroin Impact Program (HIP) began in 1976 in 
an effort to do just that. Jointly administered by the city 
police and county sheriff's departments, it made an 
intensive push toward arresting and convicting persons 
under the influence of heroin. Under laws enacted with it, 
offenders were given a mandatory 90-day jail sentence, 
then normally released on probation. One year after HIP’s 
beginning, the burglary rate in Sacramento County 
dropped 10 percent. Though O’Kane doesn’t give all the 
credit to HIP, he does feel it points to a correlation 

“You can't clean it up entirely,” he said. “But one 
addict in jail 1s one addict who isn’t committing burglary, 
one addict who isn't shoplifting. And it gives them a 
chance to clean up.” 

Since 1976, HIP has evolved into the Narcotics Task 
Force, also jointly administered, but handles all aspects of 
drug enforcement in Sacramento County. And though the 
acronym has stuck for the entire bureau, the specific task 
of HIP has fallen to the Heroin Addict Location Team 
(HALT) 

“It’s a war out there,” O'Kane said. “And it’s important 
that people know we won't open the streets. It has an 
effect. Addicts know they'll be busted, and it keeps them 
less active.” 

But barriers arise to keep the addict clean once he is 
released. Like Andy, most addicts tend to start all over 
again, moving through a cycle of violation, jail, probation, 
violauon. Although a jail term does give them time to 
break the physiological addiction, the psychological 
factors are not addressed. After release, it becomes the task 
of the probation officer to see that the addict remains 
clean. Rich Elorduy, of the Drug Unit of the County 
Probation Department, views this role as an important 
one. 

“For the offender, we function halfway between jail 
and freedom,” Elorduy said. “We monitor their progress, 
and direct them toward rehabilitation if we think they can 
benefit. Our first obligation is to protect the public, but we 
can accomplish that best, we feel, by keeping someone 
clean. A dirty junkie doesn’t help anyone.” 

Seven probation officers handle more than 345 cases at 
any given time, an average of nearly SO per officer. As 
arms of the court, they communicate regularly with police 
and rehabilitation programs. It is from this position in the

middle that they attempt to keep drug offenders clean and 
out of jail. Officers conduct regular visits, employment ana 
rehabilitation checks, urine tests, and even searches 

Most probationers must allow searches — with or 
without a search warrant—as a condition of probation 
And they must submit to 4 urinalysis at the discretion of 
their probation officer. In an average month, about 8 
percent off the probationers are sent back to the courts for 
vanious violauions 

“Close contact is very important,” Elorduy said, “but 
with our caseload, we have our hands full, A good 
probation officer makes a lot of personai judgments about 
the condition of the probationer. If something happens in 
the addict's life, the officer has to spot that before it 
snowballs.” 

Rehabilitation groups agree that the probation officer 
plays a key role in referring addicts to their programs. 
Though 50 percent of all addicts will violate probation 
within four to six months, the initial referral process is a 
beginning, and it requires the cooperation of each group 

“They are the law,” said Vicki Biley. a counselor with 
the Aquarian Effort. “And that gives the ability to be tough 
when they need to be. The best will say, ‘I'll do everything I 
can for you, but you have to be straight with me or you're 
gonna go back to jail.’ If handled right, that can be a 
healthy force.” 

Elorduy feels that each area —police, probation, and 
rehabilitation. —has its necessary role, and though each has 
its specific set of problems, they are bound by the common 
shackle of limited funds 

“The story ts always funding,” Elorduy said. “No 
matter where you turn you find limited funding. You find 
it with police, you find it with rehab programs, you find it 
with us.” 

For probation, the massive caseload is not the only 
problem. Labs are so backed up that it often takes two to 
three months before urinalysis tests can be run. During that 
time, changes in the probationer's condition can render the 
conclusions out of date, thus complicating the process even 
more 

“We need programs like HALT, we need rehabilita- 
tion groups, and we need lab facilities,” said Elorduy. “And 
these programs can’t be staffed without funds. It takes an 
effot from all sides. There's a point for police action, when 
the addict needs to be taken off the street. There's a point 
for probation, when they're clean and need supervision 
And there's a point for rehabilitation, when they need help 
staying clean. They're all vital, and they need each other to 
function properly.”

Sandy served a year at the center before she was 
released on parole. “I really tried to stay clean,” she said 
“but [just didn’t have the head for it at the me. 1 was sul! 
hurtin’ about my kids. I started dodging my parole officer 
and by the ume she got a hold of me again, | was strung 
out 

‘She told me if | wanted to go to detox she'd get me in 
She left me the choice. | would have gone to (Frontera) 
women’s prison down south,” Sandy explained, “so T got 
into the Aquanan Effort, and I stayed ” 


Patrick was arrested for forging checks at the cement 
company where he was working. He was sentenced to 
three years in prison but made a deal with officials and was 
released on probation, on the condition that he enroll ina 
drug therapy program. Having been in a detoxification 
program at the Aquarian Effort, he decided to go there 

So, in 1982, at a converted warehouse in downtown 
Sacramento, Sandy and Patrick began the struggle to clean 
up. For 15 months they worked through three phases of a 
Structured program which took them from being 
dependent on the Aquarian Effort for room and board to 
being independent and living outside the center 


Patrick and Sandy, whose lives had run parallel 
courses in different parts of the country, met for the first
